—Iran’s reply to the British-

force. The contents of the 
note were not disclosed. 

Soviet sources, however, ack- 
nowledged that joint actiog by Bri- 
tain and Russia to oust the Nazis 
from Iran was probable if Lon- 
don and Moscow are not satisfied 
with the note, 

Authoritative British sources ear- 
lier had declared that Britain was 
considering “vigorous measures” al- 
though they would not discuss “pro- 
jected operations” and said none 
had been launched ¢o far. 


BEING CONSIDERED 

The contents of the note probably 
will not even be commented on be- 
fore tomorrow. 

It was relayed here by the British 
minigter to Teheran, Sir Reader 
Bullard, and already is under con- 
sideration at the foreign office, 

The Iranian reply thus reached 
London inside the week usually as- 
signed in diplomatic circles as a 
“courtesy period” within which re- 
plies to memoranda or notes be- 
tween governments should be made.

E threatened seizure of 

Leningrad and further 
Nazi triumphs in the Ukraine 
place Russian chances in a 
gloomy light although the 
outlook is not desperate.

-Plan May Save 
Metal For War 


Consideration will be given by 
the previncial government te 
ways and means of conserving 
metal through new methods of 
handling autemebile license 
plates, according te Hon. Ernest

New peek in Alberta heg 
marketings is expected this year, 
when 2,000,000 ef the animals are 
expected (o be handled, accerding 
to eatimates prepared by officials 
of the provincial agriculture de- 
partment. This estimate will far 
exceed the actual for 1940 when 
marketings totalled 1,485,000 head, 

Officials declared that in the 
first six months of the current year, 
marketings aggregated 885,903 head, 
4s against 655,059 head for the sim- 
ilar period of last year, a gain of 
36 per cent. Marketings in the first 
six months of 1940 amounted to 
about 44 per cent of the total sales 
during the year. Taking the same 
average, they point out that this 
year's marketings will approximate 
2,000,000 head. 


BACON FOR BRITAIN

WINNIPEG, Man. Aug. 22.— 
With the exception of southern 
Alberta, general rains have re- 
tarded harvesting operations in 
western Canada, Cutting of 
wheat will be completed in Man- 
iteba this week while further 
weat, a progressively later date Is 
indicated. Considerable threshing 
haa been done in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan with yields gener- 
ally hearing out earlier predic- 
tons of a lens than average crop, 
according to the weekly crop re- 
port of the department of agricul- 


ture of the Canadian National 
Railways. 
In southern Manitoba heavy 


rains have held up threshing but 
this week should see all wheat cut 
Most frequent yield reported is 
around 20 bushels of wheat per 
acre and grades two and three 
northern. Coarse grains, where 
threshed, are yielding better than 
anticipated. Sugar beet crop gen- 
erally reported favorable. 


LITTLE THRESHING 

In the northwestern part of Man- 
itoba little wheat has been thresh- 
ed, is yielding 12 to 18 bushels per 
acre, Late rains have improved 
hay crops, pastures and gardens, 
but coarse grain yields will be low. 

In the south half of Saskatchewan 
unsettled weather has caused some 
delay in harvesting. Cutting is well 
advanced and threshing has com- 
menced at a few points. Great vari- 
ation ‘in yields is reported but the 
average will be low. Grades, es- 
pecially in eastern areas, are *x- 
pected to be 2 and 3 Northern with 
more No, 1 Northern appearing in 
the west half of the province. 

In northern Saskatchewan har- 
vesting operations are in full swing 
and threshing will be general next 
week. A few points where thresh- 
ing has commenced report yields 
better than anticipated although 
low. Pastures and food crops have 
improved with recent rains, 


AVERAGE YIELD LOW 
Southern Alberta reports weather 
generally fair and warm. Cutting 
is well advanced and some com- 
bining has been done, Yields are 
reported from 5 to 20 bushels per 
acre, but the average will be very 
low. Pastures are in poor shape 
and some crops are being cut for 
feed. In the northern half of Al- 
berta very little threshing has been 
done, but in the light of our pre- 
vious weekly reports the average 
yield will be low, Weather has 


been cool with general rains which | 


have imprgved late sown crops and 
pasture, 

Cutting has just commenced in 
the Peace River district and there 
has been considerable rain during 
the week. Conditions generally re- 
main promising.

It does not look as though Persia 
is prepared to co-operate with Britain 
or Russia.

He 
says that the war will be lost by the 
Germans and won by the British when 
the idea enters German heads that the 
Nazi hierarchy is prolonging the 
struggle. 

German impatience with the con- 
flict, as is well know4, is growing. 

The resistance in Russia disheartens 
the German people. Air raids on their 
cities terrify them. They must know 
by this time, unless they are utter oafs, 
that the rosy picture painted by their 
propagandists is as fictitious as a fairy 
tale. 


If they are permitted to read the 
details of the a ment recently made 
by Mr. Churchill and President Roose- 
velt, they will surely be convinced that 
their Nazi leaders are unn y 
prolonging the war. 

For in that agreement is laid down 
a basis upon which Hitler czn secure 
peace—if he wants it. All he has to do 
is to restore what he has stolen and 
throw away his arms. The same terms 
in the agreement that prevent Hitler 
seizing territory would prevent Britain 
or America seizing German territory. 

What, then, could the German peo- 
ple lose if they compelled their Nazi 
leaders to quit now? 

The declaration of Mr. Churchill 
and Mr. Roosevelt that economic health 
must prevail in all nations applies to 
Germany as well as to any other 
country. 

Should it not be obvious to the Ger- 
mans, then, that Hitler is prolonging 
the war? 

And is it not reasonable to believe 
that a revulsion of feeling is immi- 
nent?

Harsh Treatment by Nazis May 
Incite Early Revolt 
Among French 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Restless resentment boils and bubbies 
among the people of occupied France like 
a great caldron of trouble for the German 
occupants. 

Particularly in the industriel suburbs 
of Paris is this bitter unrest coming toa 
head in a manner that has all ingre- 
dients of a first class.problem for. France's 
German masters and

the French Reign of 
Terror.

Germans Worried 


Up until the present, the German mili- 
tary authorities have preferred to leave 
counter-measures as far as possible in 
French hands. Admiral Darlan and Pierre 
Pucheu, who have been building a French 
gestapo, have been zealous collaborators. 

But now, sabotage has reached such 
proportions in the Paris area that the Ger- 
mans have been forced to intervene and 
carry out executions before firing squads. 

The German commander is so alarmed 
that he has threatened reprisals against 
the entire population of occupied France 
if the disturbances:in Paris do not cease. 

What worries the Germans is the fact, 
as French history teaches, that the greater 
the repression and oppression, the more 
desperate are the rebellious French likely 
to become. 

This red-tinged eruption in the Paris 
area, which yesterday brought about six 
thousand arrests in a single electoral dis- 
trict, is at present apart from the general 
activity throughout France of Free France 
sympathizers and others who have good 
Teason to detest both the Germans and 


Vichy. 
Position Modified 


The ‘Germans, however, are not the 
only ones to have a headache over the 
disturbances in France. 

Marshal Petain and his cabinet, who 
spoke so boldly and confidently a week 
and a half ago about all-out collaboration 
with the Germans, have been frightened 
into modifying their position considerably. 

Despite all the big brave talk, there 
has been no formal alliance with the Nazis 
against Russia. 

' There has been no actual increase in 
collaboration with the Axis since the 
Syrian affair, which, it is said, might not 
have broken out into conflict between 
British and French had Petain’s acute 
jealousy of de Gaulle not prompted him 
to order resistance only because Free 
French troops were with the British. 

Vichy is trying to make it apparent 
now, that Petain’s pro-Nazi address and 
that followed 
were little more than the old marshal’s 
answer to the unconcealed: public dislike 
for Admiral Darlan and a bid to retain 
his own slipping popularity, about which 
he is exceedingly sensitive. 

It is also being said that General Wey- 
gand went back to Africa with the 
assurance from Vichy that no new moves 
in favor of Germany were planned. It

Vichy Disturbed 


The fact is that Petain and Darlan 
wanted to collaborate fully with Germany 
and the announcement of August 13 was a 
bit of kite-flying to test public opinion. 

The reaction, however, has been s0 
vigorously negative that Petain has not 
only halted plans to give Germany further 
concessions, but is trying to pretend that 
his announcement did not mean any such 
thing at all. 

Due partly to the stubborn Russian 
resistance and partly te the determination 
of the United States to op; Hitler, the 
French officials are beginning to share the 
disbelief of the French public in an 
ultimate Nazi victory. 

There is a significant effort, too, to 
improve relations with the United States. 

After a long ban, favorable press 
notices about the work of the American 
Red Cross are beginning to reappear. 
Vichy continues to scoff at the prospect of

Leaders’ Conference Is Showing Results 


Three Actions Taken In Accord 
With Decisions Made 
‘ At Meeting 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Out of the Roosevelt-Churchill con- 
ference there have come thus far..three 
actions. They are closely interrelated. 
The first was the joint declaration of war 
aims which forecloses, and would render 
legally and morally null and void, any 
secret commitments like those which de- 
feated Wilson at Paris in 1919. On the 
basis of this joint declara- 
tion, and within its 
framework, Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Churchill were 
in a position to take their 
second public action: to 
ask Stalin to open nego- 
tiations in Moscow look- 
ing toward Anglo- 
American assistance in a 
common strategical plan. 
This move would have 
been impossible but for 
the joint declaration seaiataneaiaiel 
which precludes any W. Lippmann 
possible agreement with Soviet Russia at 
the expense of Finland, Poland, or Turkey. 


The offer to assist Russia uired the 
third public action of the Roosevelt- 
Churchill conference: the mission to 


Washington of Lord Beaverbrook, the 
Minister of Supply, for the purpose both 
of agreeing on immediate priorities as 


between Britain, the United States and 
Russia, and of laying plans for an enlarged 
production in the future. ; 

It is thus made plain that while the 
President and the Prime Minister must 
have discussed many other things, they

Extremes of Hope 


In the nine weeks which have passed 
since Hitler attacked Soviet Russia, 
opinion in the western world has 
fluctuated wildly between extremes of 
hope and hopelessness—between the :be- 
lief expressed at the outset by many 
isolationists that Nazi Germany and Soviet 
Russia would destroy one another and, 
on the other hand, the view of almost all 
military experts that the Russian armies 
were no match whatever for the German 
and that at the first impact the regime 
would crumble from within. The event 
has shown that up to this point at least 
the resisting power of the Russian nation 
is more like that of China than like that 
of France—that defeats and withdrawals 
may not produce an internal collapse and 
that, therefore, whatever happens in 
European Russia this summer, there is an 
excellent chance that there will remain at 
least in Siberia a Russian regime which 
separates Germany from Japan.

Nazis And Russian Weather 


Winter Will Bring Difficulties to 
Hitler’s Armies if the 
Campaign Continues 
By J. S. COWPER 

Weather plays a mighty part in mili- 
tary campaigns where supplies for armies 
in the field must be brought long distances 
to the fighting front. Nobody expects to 
see the Napoleonic debacle of 1812 repeat 
itself-in any close detail in 1942, for 
transport is different today. Yet some 
present-day de Calaincourt may write his 
memoirs of the attack on Russia and tell 
of an inglorious retreat from Moscow— 
like Rame, a city of seven hills. 

European Russia with its great steppes 
(Siberia even more s0) has a climate much 
resembling that of Canada’s prairie prov- 
inces. It has a short, hot summer, of which 
the Germans have already complzined, 
and a long, hard winter, during -which 
winds of gale force sweep across the 
plains. In the Urals, frost comes in early 
September, and in western and southern 
Russia .in early October. By mid- 
November most of Russia is locked in ice. 
Save for the passage of frozen rivers and 
frost-held swampy tundra, the frosts and 
snows of a Russian winter will heap 
enermous difficulties on the German 
armies. The terrible difficulties which 
Russian troops themselves encountered in 
breasting the snowy ramparts of Finland 
two years ago, indicate the problems that 
will arise for the German invaders on a 
battle front 2,000 nfiles long. 

The early Hitlerian despatches from 
the Russian front, with their fulsome 
claims of “catastrophic defeats’ and 
annihilation of the Soviet Air Force, show 
that the treacherous plans of the Nazi 
Fuehrer for the overthrow of his ally, 
were predicted on a six weeks summer 
campaign.

ments have, therefore, become practicable 
on the basis of his desire to survive and of 
our need to-have him survive. For he 
must stand fast, at least in Siberia and the 
Urals, if possible in the Caucasus, or he 
disappears entirely. The English-speak- 
ing peoples need not only a Russian front 
somewhere against Germany but also the 
great Russian wedge between Germany 
and Japan, and they need the Russians in 
Siberia to hold Japan in check. It is 
evident, therefore, that Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Churchill dealt with the facts of life, 
having much to offer Stalin and much to 
gain from him, and that they did not meet 
merely to make dramatic gestures. 


Natural Interest 


Agreements are most effective when a 
nation is compelled to do in its own inter- 
est that which is also in the interest of the 
other. Thus Britain could never make a 
binding agreement with Stalin until Hitler 
attacked Stalin and forced him to fight 
for his existence. But now that Stalin 
has no choice but to fight Hitler, and pre- 
cisely because it is a desperate fight, 
practical agreements are possible because 
they are so obviously necessary. 

Though it would be useless to speculate 
as to what they are, there are sure to be 
military agreements between Britain and 
Russia affecting the two areas in the west 
where they can actually collaborate. One 
is in the north in the Scandinavian 
peninsula and the other is in the south 
along the Middle Eastern front. In these 
two theatres of the war our participation 
is bound to be indirect, largely through 
the lease-lend program. But there is a 
third theatre—Far Eastern Siberia—which 
is of critical importance, where our vital 
interests are directly involved, where we 
are certain to play a leading role. 

For the Siberian position presents us 
with a great danger and also with an 
immense opportunity. If Siberia is cope 
quered by Japan, or if it falls under Axis 
control, our position in the Pacific, already 
so bad that it has pinned down most of 
our navy, will become still worse. The 
loss of Siberia would at: once threaten 
Alaska, would profoundly imperil China, 
would release Japan for aggression in 
many regions of the Pacific. With our 
one-ocean navy more than ever entangled 
by Japan, we should have almost no 
defenses in the Atlantic. The Russian 
miliary power in Siberia, which Japan 
must always think about, is for us the 
equivalent of a very large part of our 
uncompleted two-ocean navy, If the Rus- 
sian power in Siberia is overcome, it 
would be for us the equivalent of a very 
serious naval disaster. 

Great Opportunity 

On the other hand, just as Siberia is 
an immense danger, so also is it an im- 
mense opportunity, By acting with the 
Russians in Siberia, we can turn the tables 
on Japan and pin down her naval power 
as she has tried to pin down ours. The 
Russians are very close to Japan, and if 
they. become part of the united front: in 
the Pacific which now includes China, 
Britain, the Netherlands, and ourselves, 
we may well hope to make Japan as 
harmless as Italy has become. 

Providing every one is prepared to 
fight if challenged, the immense power of 
the anti-Japaneése combination may make 
it unnecessary to fight. We are in a posie 
tion, if we play the cards we hold, to put 
an end during the coming months to the 
tiresome and very costly Japanese black-

Experts Called 
To Help Combat 
Dread Disease 


WINNIPEG, Aug. %2.—(CP)— 
The number of infantile paralyste 
and aleeping sickness cases in 
western Canada steadily mounted 
teday as leading medical authort- 
ties from both eastern Canada 
and the United States searched 
for a cure and studied conditions 
in the affected areas. 

Infantile paralysis, which has 
been reported in all four western 
provinces, had 668 cases and 10 
deaths since the outbreak early in 
July, and there were 209 cases and 
17 deaths in the sleeping sickness 
epidemies of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan. 


CENTRE IN MANITOBA 

The epidemics centred in Man- 
{toba. Wednesday 30 new cases of 
sleeping sickness or encephalitis 
were reported in the province and 
earlier in the week the poliomye- 
litis cases passed the previous re- 
cord of 536 established five years 
ago. There have been nine infan- 
tile paralysis deaths and 11 sleep- 
ing sickness oven in the prov. 
ince, 

Dr. John R. Paul, professor of 
preventive medicine at Yale Uni- 
versity, came here by plane for 
conferences with provincial and 
Winnipeg health authorities, 

Dr, J, M, Uhrich, Saskatchewan 
minister of health, said he has in- 
vited Dr. Donald Cameron, Dr. G. 
Watson and Dr, H. Gibbons of the 
Dominion goverment's health de- 
partment at Ottawa to come to 
Regina and study the epidemics in 
the province, 

Encephalitis fatalities in Regina 
increased to six and there are nearly 
60 cases in city hospitals, he said. 
The province also has 22 infantile 
paralysis cases in southern districts 
but none in Regina, 


NO DEATHS IN ALBERTA 

In Alberta there have been 45 
poliomyelitis cases and no deaths, 
while British Columbia has had four 
cases and one death, No persons 
have been stricken by sleeping sick- 
ness in Alberta and British Col- 
umbia, 

Meanwhile the sleeping sickness 
epidemic in the northwestern 
states showed some signs of abate- 
ment, Minnesota reported there 
have been 592 cases with 45 deaths 
since the outbreak there.

$3,000,000 for investigation into the

Small babies and children do 
choke easily. It may mean nothing 
if it happens only occasionally; it 
mean someting if it is a chronic 
happening. 

Babies can get such large 
mouthfuls of fluid that it runs 
down into their throats before 
they have had a chance to swal- 
low. Small bables given thick 
foods, when they have been used 
to fluid ones only, may choke for 
a time before they learn the art 
Of swallowing, 

If the child chokes a lot he will 
fee! a distaste for the types of food 
which cause it. We then must face 
the child's refusal to try to chew or 
swallow thick foods. 

Mrs. F, A. S. says her 3-weeks-old 
beby has a tendency to choke while 
nuzsing, “Just recently she strang- 
led on water and it was hard to 
bring her out of it. It gave us such 
a terrible scare that I want to know 
whet to do if it happens again. In 
Wosct position should the baby be 
he'c when nursing? Everyone has 
given me advice, but I wat to hear 
what you say.” 

I appreciate your confidence in 
m2, and the best advice I can give 
ycu is to consult a good pediatrician 
2nc tell him about the baby’s chok- 
ing. This may be nothing, except, 
perhaps, too much water poured in 
Beby's open mouth from a nipple 
which flows too freely. Or, when 
nursing, the first flow of milk may 
be so “fast” that Baby chokes in an 
effort to swallow it all. 

Use a bottle-nipple with holes of 
@ size to allow the water to drip 
slowly when the bottle is inverted. 
Press out some of the first, free- 
flowing breast milk, Hold the baby 
on the arm with head raised slight- 
ly and compress the breast so that 
Beby’s nostrils are free. 

Some few babies have thymus 
glands which are so large that they 
press on the respiratory organs and 
cause a suffocation which results in 
breath-holding and a sort of “faint” 
afterwards, 

When this condition is present,

Diving as close to the flames as it dared go, a cameraman on a special plane made this unusual and spectacular photo of 
the conflagration that swept Pier 27 in Brooklyn, and the surrounding waterfront in one of the worst fires in recent 
years. The tongues of flames are shown leaping skyward after a series of blasts. In the centre between both piers, 
can be distinguished the Cuban liner Panuco, ablaze, just before it was towed into mid-bay in a near-sinking condition. 
Scores of firemen and longshoremen were severely injured and authorities are investigating the cause of the fire which
